The fifteenth day of the eighth moon according to the Lunar Calendar 
has come and gone; that is the time for re-unions, for moon-cakes 


to be exchanged among friends and relatives 
streets to be prettily decorated with brightly-lit lanterns 


shapes and sizes. 


Also known as the Moon-Cake 
Festival, it was celebrated this 
year on September 24, but as it 
fell on a Sunday, Monday was 
declared a public holiday to com-~ 
pensate for the loss. 


This is a specially joyous day 
for children, with round cakes 
made in the shape of the moon 
(but you will find some squarish 
ones too) special fruits 
that are in the market at
